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Trade  Surplus  Down  -  The  agricultural 
trade  surplus  totaled  $1 .7  billion  in 
December,  $226  million  less  than 
November,  and  12  percent  below  the 
year-ago  level.  However,  the  January- 
December  1 992  surplus  totaled  $1 8.3 
billion,  1 1  percent  ahead  of  a  year  earlier 
(table  3). 

Exports  Near  Record  -  Exports  for  1992 
totaled  $42.9  billion,  the  highest  since 
1 981 ,  and  the  second  highest  ever.  In 
1 992,  meat  exports  grew  to  $3.3  billion, 
grains  and  feeds  to  $14  billion,  oilseeds 
to  nearly  $7  billion,  and  horticultural 
products  to  $6.7  billion. 

December  exports  slipped  3  percent 
from  November  to  $3.8  billion.  Meat 
exports  dropped  to  $264  million,  and  fruit 
and  vegetable  exports  slowed  to  $420 
million.  Seed  exports  totaled  $99  million, 
the  highest  level  of  the  year. 

Wheat  exports  rose  to  3  million  tons  in 
December,  and  were  about  the  same  as 
year-earlier  shipments.  Exports  to  Egypt 
increased  to  51 9,000  tons,  China 
received  198,000  tons,  and  deliveries  to 
India  totaled  1 60,000  tons,  the  first  large 
shipment  of  the  year.  Exports  to  the 
former  Soviet  Union  fell  to  331 ,000  tons. 
Exports  for  January-December  1992 
totaled  nearly  34  million  tons,  6  percent 
above  1991. 

Com  exports  dropped  to  4.4  million  tons, 
but  were  36  percent  larger  than 
December  1991.  Exports  to  Japan  rose 
to  1 .4  million  tons;  however  shipments 
declined  to  most  other  major  corn 
markets.  The  former  Soviet  Union 
received  about  780,000  tons;  Taiwan 
500,000  tons;  and  the  Republic  of  South 
Africa  243,000  tons.  January-December 
exports  were  almost  43  million  tons,  5 
percent  below  year-earlier  volume. 

Grain  sorghum  exports  rose  sharply  to 
829,000  tons  on  increased  seasonal 
shipments.  Over  400,000  tons  were 
shipped  to  Mexico,  and  300,000  tons  to 
Japan.  January-December  exports  were 
7.6  million  tons,  an  increase  of  23 
percent  over  1991. 
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Soybean  exports  fell  to  2  Million  tons, 
and  were  23  percent  below  December 

1991.  The  EC  purchased  bver  1  million 
tons,  with  the  Netherlands  being  the 
biggest  EC  market  at  ovePSOO.OOO  tons. 
Exports  to  Japan  rose  to  over  540,000 
tons.  January-December  exports  totaled 
about  20  million  tons,  1 1  percent  ahead 
of  1991. 

Cotton  exports  totaled  126,000  tons,  but 
were  substantially  lower  than  usual 
December  shipments.  Exports  to  Korea 
rose  to  26,000  tons;  Japan  22,000;  and 
Egypt  1 1,000  tons.  January-December 
exports  were  1.4  million  tons,  7  percent 
less  than  the  previous  year. 

Imports  Reach  Record  -  Imports  for 
1 992  totaled  a  record  $24.6  billion,  8 
percent  above  1991.  In  1992,  cattle 
imports  increased  30  percent  to  $1 .2 
billion,  vegetable  oils  30  percent  to  over 
$1  billion,  unmanufactured  tobacco  83 
percent  to  over  $1 .4  billion,  and  grains 
and  feeds  20  percent  to  $1 .6  billion. 
Noncompetitive  imports  were  virtually 
unchanged  from  1 991 . 

December  imports  totaled  $2.1  billion, 
slightly  above  November  1992,  and  the 
year-earlier  period.  Fruit  and  vegetable 
imports  advanced  seasonally  in 
December,  and  were  7  percent  above 
the  year-ago  level.  Dairy  imports, 
primarily  cheese  and  casein,  totaled  over 
$1 00  million,  the  highest  monthly  total  of 

1992.  Coffee  shipments  rose  sharply  to 
almost  $1 60  million,  the  first  rise  in  7 
months.  (Joel  Greene,  202-219-0822) 


Export  Enhancement  Program  (EEP) 
Sales  -  Sales  of  wheat  under  EEP  in 
fiscal  1 992  were  1 1  percent  higher  than 
in  fiscal  1991  (table  4).  Sales  of  rice 
and  vegetable  oils  in  fiscal  1992  soared 
over  the  previous  year.  Fiscal  1993 
EEP  wheat  sales  through  February  1 1 
are  off  to  a  strong  start  at  1 1 .2  million 
tons.  Sales  of  flour,  barley  malt,  and 
vegetable  oils— all  processed 
products-also  are  robust  in  fiscal  1993.
